Which controls the East Coast route 
to tbe north, and the Northwestern 
tnd. Caledonian lines, controlling the 
west coast route, both began a series 
of attempts to beat the record to 
Edinburgh and Aberdeen. The East 
Coast had one point 
decidedly 
in 


their favor. Their line to Aberdeen 
was only 52S miles long, against 540 
by the West Coast route. 


The first really big 
performance 


was on August 21, when the 
East 


Coast express, with a train of six 
coaches, did the 523 miles in 521 
mimites. 
That, we believe, was a 


world's record to date. But the West 
Coast filer was only beaten by ten 
minutes, and considering the 17 miles 
extra distance its speed was actually 
greater than that of 
the 
Great 


Northern express. 


On the very next night, however, 


even these ntna?.ing records went to 
smash. 
The Northwestern made 
a 


supreme effort. 
With a train of only 


three carriages, the record-breaking 
engine coached Aberdeen at 4:32 a. 
lie., having covered the f>40 miles in 
512 minutes and beaten 
the 
Bas! 


Coast flier by 12 minutes. 


After that an agreement was ttiatlo 


between the two 
companies 
thai 


neither should exceed a certain speed 
and timing to Edinimrg and Aber- 
deen; and though there were rumors 
of a fresh race in August, 1901. yet 
they came to.nothing. The chief ob- 
jection to this kind of racing is (.be 
fearful strain iipon the engine driver: 
Only very few men can be found to 
stand it. 
In the states, when rac- 


ing is indulged in, a relief crew if 
curried. 
But there Is not room for 


a double crew on the footplate of 
the ordinary British engine.

Che locomotives were not. new ones 
weighing SO tons apiece, and the 
speed at times was appalliri%. Of 
course, the road beds are not so good 
as ours, and the gradients are far 
steeper, so the through speeds were 
nothing like those of our Northern 
expresses. 
The Pennsylvania train 


averaged 49 miles and the other 47 
miles an hour; but between Harris- 
burg and Altoona the former reached 
a speed of 95 miles an hour; and be- 
tween Syracuse and Albany the Cen- 
tral flier traveled at. SO miles.

The wind boll, as its name implies, 


is made to ring by the action ot the 
wind—in fact, the wind bell is not a 
bell at ail. strictly speaking, but ;i con- 
trivance composed of a number of 
pendants suspended iu a circle from a 
ring and hung close together so that 
tliuy wili come into contact aud pro- 
duce sounds wheu swayed 
by the 


winds. 


Some wind bells produce sounds that 


are pleasing and musical. Some are 
made with glass pendants, some with 
pendants of metal; some are 
very 


small nnd simple in construct ion, oth- 
ers are largo and massive and elabo- 
rate. 


The orisrinnl home of the wind liell it 


Japan, lu its simplest form it is com- 
posed of a number of narrow strips of 
gla^s, perhaps six incurs in length, 
suspended lengthwise from a wire 
riiig about two inches in diameter. 
Within the circle formed by tile strips 
thus suspended Is hung by one comer 
a little square piece of glass halfwsiy 
clown the length of the long strips, the 
strips and the square piece oruament- 
ert with various Japanese characters 
and desiatis. This wind !>ell may lie 
Imng uj> wherever n bivexe will strike 
it and blow the strips in'o contact with 
one another and with the square sus- 
pended among them.—Iietroit News- 
Tribute.
